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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: It remains the Examiner's position that the claim(s) 
is/are unpatentable for reasons previously of record in the final office action, mailed April 30, 2010. 

Applicants argue that the limitation of the through holes being formed by Iser processing implies or results in a strucure in the presently 
claimed invention that is not comtemplated or suggested by the prior art. Applicants state that the invention of the pressure sensitive 
adhesive sheet is smooth and blemish free where the through holes appear without maring around or about the through holes while the 
prior art has a protrusion or raised surface around hole due to the punching. To support blemish free surface, the Applicant's refer to page 
5, lines 14 - 16 of the specification. Page 5, lines 13-16 state "Moreover, because the diameter of the through holes Is not more than 300 
micrometers, the through holes are not conspicious at the pressure sensitive adhesive front surface, and hence the appearance of the 
adhesive sheet is not mared." These lines show no correlation between the laser processing and non-marred surface; instead, a 
correlation is stated between the diameter and the non-marred surface. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's Invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., a smaller open area) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of 
the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 11 81 , 26 USPQ2d 1 057 
(Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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
